One of the notable figures of Los Angeles, California, and the United States, 
whose bright career closed last night. 


Good Man Departed. 


DEATH ANGEL CALLS 
SUDDENLY ON SILVER: 


a century in active politics, once 
_ president of the Los Angeles 
City Council, a public servant of high 
renown in three States, contemporary 
and friend of the immortal Lincoein— 
thus is broadly described the public 
career of Herman Silver, whose activi- 
ties, stretching across‘a continent, 
were ended suddenly by heart failure 
last night at his home, No. 981 Mag- 
nolia avenue. 

Herman Silver's history gleams 
with the performance of deeds of 
honorable service. Twice had the ex- 


|citement attendant upon public ca- 


reer shattered his health, and twice 
he “came back’ even stronger than 
before. At the allotted three ‘score 
and ten he was human dynamo, 
willing to serve the people and al’ 
ways serving them, when called, with 
tremendous energy and fidelity. He 
never knew what it | to retire, 
either from polities or active pusiness, 
and when the death angel called he 
had nearly rounded out his 82nd year. 

Through Silver's life were woven 


with Carl Schurz, with Richard Yates, 
and with scores of others he enjoyed 
a friendship. He was a personal 
friend of Lincoln and was appointed 
to an office by him; he was a law- 
yer, a scholar, a financier and, above 
all, @ public servant. 

REPUBLICAN ORGANIZER. 
Silver was born in Germany in 
1831 and came to the United States in 
his youth. Lured by the reputed for- 


tunes In the new agricultural land 
opened ‘in the Kankakee country, he 
moved to Lllihois and there he was 
first heard from in the campaign of 
1866, when he was a Free Soller 
fighting under the banner of Fremont. 
He helped in the organization of the 
Republican party and was given a@ 
high political position inf La G6alle 
county—chairman of the Republican 
County Committee. He went 
Springfield and met Lincoln and 
was trusted with political work in 
Northern Lilinois. He became a trusted 
Mieutenant of the early Republican 
leaders of the time. 

Winning a name for himself in the 
election of 1860, when 
swept into office, Silver the following 
year ran. for Clerk of LaSalle county, 
but was defeated. In 1863 Gov. 
Yates appointed him clerk of the new 
eity of Peru, Til, and a few weeks 
later he teok an appointment through 
President Lincoln. He became Fed- 


eral Assessor of the second Illinois} Tap 


district, Salmon P. Chase affixing his 
name to the commission. 

In 1864 he was elected Circuit 
Court clerk in his district, and two 
years later he was admitted to the 
bar, moving to Ottawa, where he 
found a wider field for the practice 
of law. He prospered in his law 
practice and became known ag one 
of the prominent German citiseng of 
Northern Illinois. He fran across

He re- 
moved to the city tn 1893, on the or- 
ganization of the county, and opened 
up a law office. 

For a long period of years Mr. Gill 
was the recognized leader of the Dem- 
ocratic party in this county. His 
fame as a political orator was sec- 
ond only to his acknowledged ability 
as a lawyer, particularly with respect 
to the effectiveness of his appeals to 
juries... As a result, he was in great 
demand in criminal cases, and his 
name is associated with practically 
every criminal action of prominence 
on the local calendar, either for the 
defense or the prosecution, since the 
county was established. 

The deceased was born in Iowa in 
1852. His earlier years were passed 
in Inyo county, where the members 
of his family were prominent in pub- 
lic affairs.

Anti-Gmudging Ordinance After 
are Made. 


ONTARIO, Aug. 19.—That there 


harassing Ontario’s chief industry, the 
production of citrus fruits, the City 
Trustees last night, upon the request 
of a committee of prominent growers, 
voted to make the proposed anti- 
smudge ordinance even less stringent 
than originally planned. 

The ordinance was to have pro- 


hibited the use of pots and olls pur- 
chased before the passage of the or- 
-dinance and not in conformity with 
it, after April 1, 1914, but it is now 
amended to read so that only pots and 
oils purchased after the passage of the 
new law must conform with it. 
Charies Latimer, heading the dele- 
gation of ranchers, explained that he, 
for one, had just bought 7000 open 
smudge pots and that while the pro- 
ordinance called for covered 
pots with stacks and draughts for the 
consumption of smoke, that it would 
work a hardship if he were compelled 
to discard them after April of next 
year. The new ordinance calis for the 
use of ofl containing not more than 
8 per cent. asphaltum. H. E. Swan, 
another well-known grower, explained 
that while he was obliged to spend 
some $20 in re-tinting rooms in his 
house damaged by the smudge of last 
winter, he saved by orchard heating 
$1500 worth of fruit.

Controller Alfred Bourne Nye died of 
Pneumonia at his home here at 8:43 
D.m. tonight, ending a career of more 
than ten years In the State’s service. 
His death had been expected hourly 
since Monday night. Present at his 
bedside when death came were Mrs. 
Nye, and a few close friends. 

The pneumonia which developed 
Monday afternoon, was brought on by 
the weakened physical condition of 
the patient resulting from the at- 
tack of paralysis he suffered on the 
night of August 4. 

Funeral services will be held in 
Sacramento Thursday and interment 
will be made fn Oakiand. 

Mr. Nye had been unconscious ex- 
cept at brief intervals since Monday. 
He was unable to speak during the 
periods of consciousness because of 
the complete paralysis of his left side. 

Mr. Nye would have been 60 years 
oid if he had lived until! October 25.

CITY ATTORNEY TAKES UP TASK. 


South Pasadena Official Will Codify 
City Ordinances With View to Hay- 
ing Dead Laws Repealed. 

SOUTH PASADENA, Aug. 19.— 
City Attorney Carr has undertaken 
to codify the city ordinances and 
bring them down to date and his 
work will assist materially in the 
enforcing of the city regulations. 
The growth of South Pasadena has 
been so rapid that it has outgrown 
many of the ordinanves passed sev- 
eral years ago, and it is also in need 
of others. 

The traffic ordinance adopted 
the last meeting, supplies a need that 
has been felt in the city for some 
time, especially the clause which 
provides that vehicles shall not pass 
within six feet of any street while 
the latter is taking on or discharg- 


ing passengers. The reckless man-| 


ner in which automobilists have been 
accustomed to shoot past persons at- 
tempting to leave or board a street 
ear, especially on Fair Oaks avenue, 
has been the occasion for consider- 
able protest. Motor vehicles ‘of every 
description have shown the utmost 
disregard for the rights of street car 
passengers. 

The nuisance ordinance, which was 
also passed for its first reading, is 
a consolidation of various ordinances 
and the repeal of several obselete 
ones, relating to nuisances, and was
